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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 20 reciting "to store the configuration and attributes information associated with the 
corresponding managed devices from the executable modules in a database" and the addition of claims 21-23 are considered to raise 
new issues that require further consideration and/or search.

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments concerning claims 1 
and 19 are not persuasive. 

Concerning the notification entries, the applicant has argued that "there is no teaching or suggestion in Stone that this information is 
returned by the executable modules." Here the applicant has mischaracterized the rejection. The "information" in question is in fact the 
various values of the resource. The modules clearly return this data as it is the modules that monitor the resources. The notification 
entries are built so that the information can be further passed to the client. The applicant is again directed to the previous citation to 
Stone, column 6, lines 10-22. 

The applicant has also argued that "there is no teaching or suggestion that the Stone notification entry is present in the notification library." 
Again, it is seen that the information upon which the entry is built (ie values of the monitored resource) is stored. 

Thus, claims 1-20 remain rejected as presented in the final action dated 7/15/2005. 
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
